The Pan-American eonsresi held in 


the City of Mexico about a jrear ago 
seems likely TO bear fruit, the United 
States senate committee on foreign re- 
lations having authorized a favorable 
report on the arbitration treaty framed 
In' accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of that body. It will be recalled 
Jhat there were sharp difference* of 
opinion in tbe congress on the question 
of arbitration. 
Some of the South 


American republics favored compulsory 
arbitration, and in the end ten of the 
nations represented signed such a 
treaty. Others favored, acceptance of 
The Hague tribunal, and others, again, 
favored compulsory arbitration for the 
settlement of pecuniary claims, but not 
for boundary dispute*. 


The proposed treaty which tbe sen- 


ate committee has favorably reported 
is oh "the lines of The Hague treaty, 
but applies only to tbe republics of the 
western hemisphere. It provides a tri- 
bunal for settling disputes as to bound- 
ary lin'es-'and .claims, tbe differing na- 
tions ^b use it or not, as they may 
elect 'This is better than the compul- 
sory plan recommended by 'the ten 
South American republics and will 
probably be acceptable to Chile and 
Ecuador as well as to Mexico and Ar- 
gentina. 


While the United States could not 


agree to any treaty that would obligate 
us to submit a boundary dispute or any 
other dispute involving national honor 
to arbitration and therefore could not 
ask any other American republic to do 
oo, this country may with propri- 
ety recommend'the creation of a dts- 
tipctlvely American tribunal Jo which 
the republics of America may appeal 
for settlement of controversies and ad- 
justment of differences. 


If the new treaty is in effect simply 


an extension of The Hague principle to 
include republics denied access to that 
tribunal, much good may come of it 
An American tribunal for the consider- 
ation of American disputes would be 
better than arbitration by any Euro- 
pean sovereign or commission. ' Within 
the last few years boundary and other 
disputes in South America have been 
submitted to England, Belgium and 
other European nations, and decisions 
have been rendered in some instances 
not on information, but on sentimental 
considerations. An American tribunal, 
rightly constituted, would at least take 
an intelligent view of the situation. 


Spelling and Pronunciation. 


Tbe Modern Language association, 


which has lately been in session in 
Baltimore, proposes" to simplify tbe 
spelling of tbe English language. 
There is need enough of it, though ft 
'must proceed with discretion and in- 
telligence, so as not to make our or- 
thography more complicated and com- 
plex than it now is. The movement 
should not be confused with the efforts 
of those who are striving to introduce" 
the phonetic spelling of all words. The 
activity of these latter orthographical 
reformers seems to have abated some- 
what in recent years, and we hear now 
comparatively 
little about phonetic 


spelling, though unquestionably in the 
spelling of a good many words it would 
be preferable to the present form. 


The Modern Language association 


has a rather modest programme and 
does not propose to 'revolutionize or- 
thography all at once. 
The changes 


suggested, w-hich are specifically set; 
forth In a pamphlet by Professor Cal- 
vin Tliomas of Columbia university, 
lately issued, are few, and it Is pro 
posed to work them Into use gradually 
One of the first words whose spelling 
It is proposed to simplify is thorough. 
making it thoro. As the public beconnea 
accustomed to the new spelling of this 
word and those of similar formation 
still other words will be taken up and 
their spelling improved and popular- 
ized. 


There is another reform which might 


well be taken up In this connection, and 
that is the careless pronunciation In- 
dulged in, or at least tolerated, by ed- 
ucated persons who ought to know 
better. 
Indeed, there ought to be a 


general overbnxillng of our language, 
which Is iibout' the most complex vehi- 
cle 'of' communication In the world, 
though It should be done gradually and 
with Intelligence.

THE ART OF SPELLING. 


"When was the last spellins-book 


published?" asks the Boston Trans- 
cript, ia an editorial plea for spel- 
ling. Our Boston contemporary s»ys 
it would seem that our youth bave 
outgrown the use of that once import- 
ant textbook. 
It would seem often- 


times, from their ignorance of the 
rules of spelling and their arrange- 
ment of the letters in words, that they 
disdained to practice of good orthog- 
raphy. It is all very well to talk 
about some people being natural 
spellers and some being poor spel- 
ers. There are faults of ear, which 
are hard to correct; but eyes can be 
trained to correct those faults, and 
decent spelling under all circumstan- 
ces, at least from every graduate of 
.he grammar grade in our schools, 
should be demanded. The Transcript 
says: 


"It is a fact of observation, explain 


t how you will, that pupils who have 
taken prize* for scholarship in gram- 
mar schools of good standing cannot 
write a letter free of blunders in spel- 
ing; another fact, that pupils in high 
schools, remarkably well 
read 
for 


their years, are guilty of gross er- 
rors ia spelling; 'still another, that 
pupils who have the wit and^ brains 
and style to write a charming let- 
er, misspell abominably; and yet an- 
ther, that boys seeking entrances to 
colleges of first rank, aible to pass ex- 
aminations in mathematics and scl- 
nce, spell after the fashion of 'witch.' 
\s to the common! rules of orthogra- 
phy, the ignorance that there are any 
worth trying to understand and ap- 
jly is amazing. Is it not a znistake 
o allow a child to reach his teens un- 
ible to distinguish by any sure meth- 


between such words as stripping 


and striping? 
Often he seems to

hese lapses into carelessness in the 
matter of poor spelling a 
personal 


matter with every boy and girl with- 
n their jurisdiction. But somebody 
should see to it, and the 
parents 


should be quite as much interested 
and concerned as the teachers. If 
Barents demand good 
practice 
as 


well as good percentages, the schools 
can but rise to the occasion. As a 
matter of fact, the schools are help- 
ess to a great extent for the reason 
.hat parents do net look more closely 
nto the matter. At all events we can 
start out with the idea that children 
can be trained to spell, if they cannot 
be taught, for spelling can be tmade a 
matter of memory, and can 
be ac- 


quired as a habit. If this demand is 
put upon the secondary schools, the 
gain to the grades above, the gram- 
mar and high schools and the col- 
leges, will be well worth the trouble. 
—Biddeford Journal.

Little has been said by the New 


England papers of the breaking of 
the big Pittsburg freight blockade, 
which occurred recentlyl, *nd rail- 
road men in this vicinity will be in- 
terested in the following account of 
the effort of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road to break the tie-up: 


It will be recalled that the Penn- 


sylvania railroad a month ago be- 
came so blocked with freight that it 
later issued orders refusing coal ship- 
ments and grain freights for from 
three to five days. Thus all the avail- 
able forces of the road were sum- 
moned upon Sunday to breaks the 
greatest freight blockade that has ev- 
er arisen in the history of railroad- 
ing. Every available man from the 
president down to the yardmen set 
at work all day Sunday at that Pitts- 
burg blockade. 
Men worked as railroad men who had 
never worked -before in the world 
They worked until they lay down on 
the ground exhausted. People in the 
neighborhood opened 
their 
houses 


and furnished hot coffee and couch- 
es for the exhausted 
men. 
Every 


man in Pittsburg feli a personal in- 
terest in the Pennsylvania railroad 
and in Its efforts to break that block- 
ade. The result is without a parallel 
in the railroad world. Sixty-six thous- 
and loaded freight cars were moved 
in and cut of Pittsburg that Sunday 
and sent on their way. This crush of 
loaded freight cars had been accuim- 
mulating nearly a month and was due 
to the unprecedented and unexpected 
volume of traffic that for the last four 
months has overmatched the railroad 
facilities of the United States. The 
passenger travel has been 30 unpre- 
cedented this fall as to throw the 
movement of the greatest freight ton- 
nage ..he world has ever seen tem- 
porarily out of gear.

was als'o mayor-of Chicago, is the pres- 
ent chief executive of the great metrop- 
olis of the -west.

of the foundation of Its municipal gov- 
ernment during the early part of this 
year. Just what form the observance 
will take has not yet been decided, but 
the ceremonies will befit the occasion, 
and the details will soon be perfected. 


The Chicago celebration is to be 


largely historical. Not quite a century 
has elapsed since tho first permanent 
white settler erected his home in 1804 
ou what is now the site of the great 
city of Chicago. lie had been preceded 
a few months by the soldiers of Uncle 
Sam, who had erected a little palisade 
fort and a blockhouse on a narrow 
point of land at the mouth of the Chi- 
cago river. 
This was named Fort 


Dearborn. 
*The first settler was John Kinzie, 
who died in 182S. His home was the 
first family residence built in Chicago, 
and tienr where it stood on the north 
side of the river gigantic warehouses 
stand today. 


The event that signalized the founda- 


tion of Chicago and the beginning of a 
new epoch in that part of America ly- 
ing west of the Allegtmnies occurred 
July 4, 1803. The United States gov- 
ernment in seeking an advantageous 
location for an outpost had chosen the 
present site of Chicago. 


ft is to commemorate the choice of 


this spot as the site of Port Dearborn 
that 
tlio 
centc-niiial 
celebration is 


planned. But it is not planned to cele- 
brate the founding of the city any more 
than to glory in its growth and its abil- 
ity to withstand the many disasters 
that from time to time have almost 
erased it from the map. 


In 1812 the entire population of the 


future city consisted of John Kinzie 
nnd his family, a French laborer, a 
Mr. Burns and his family. Captain 
Ileald, Lieutenant Helm and Sergeant 
Holt and their families and sixty-four 
soldiers. 
The United States had de- 


clared war against Great Britain, and 
the Winnebagoes and Pottawatomies 
became hostile.

The troops answered the charge, but 


the friendly Miauiis lied in terror and { 
left the settlers to the attacking In- 
dians. Captain Wells stood his ground 
and fought gallantly, but was killed. 
The Indians scalped him and tore his 
heart from his body. The troops then 
fought past the Indians and reached a 
slight eminence on the prairie, but 
were forced to surrender, with the con- 
dition that their lives were to be spared. 
In the fight the Indians lost about fif- 
teen killed, but about fifty of the whites 
were massacred. All the wounded wera 
killed and mutilated. The next day the 
Indians burned Fort Dearborn. This 
was Chicago's first disaster. 


There stands today on Eighteenth 


street a monument erected to" commem- 
orate the slaughter of the settlers who 
unwillingly trusted themselves to the 
guidance of the treacherous natives. 


P'or the next twenty years the settle- 


ment grew but little. The town of Chi- 
cago was incorporated in 1S33, and in 
the same year its first newspaper ap- 
peared. The town grew rapidly. In 
1837 the city was incorporated. Then 
came the great fire of 1S71, when near- 
ly 20,000 buildings were destroyed and 
100,000 people made homeless. ' Chica- 
go, undaunted, reared a greater and a 
more magnificent city. 


It is this spirit that has overcome all 


trials, that has thwarted repeated dis- 
aster and kept up the march of1 prog- 
ress that the proposed celebration is 
designed to honor.

Now York city's celebration will com- 


memorate n. less important event—the 
establishment of local rule. New York 
city in KR3, then kno\v*n under the 
1 >uteh rule as New Amsterdam, first 
obtained the concession of local gov- 
ernment. 
Until that period the pa- 


troons held sway. Their life, surround- 
ings, dress, manners and jurisdiction 
were the quintessence of feudalism, 
with the exception that they were de- 
nied tho power of introducing political 
changes without the consent of the 
Dutch government. 


The patroons were succeeded by Di- 


rector Kiel! of the Dutch West India 
company, which held many conces- 
sions, nnd fetnis Stnyvesant, who sur- 
rendered New Netherlands to Kiehard 
Nicolls, deputy of the Duke of York, 
in lOCd, in the war between England 
nnd Holland. 
New Amsterdam then 


became N:nv York city, and under KIIR- 
lish rule tho local government was In- 
troduced. 


The llrst mayor of the city was cho- 


Ben in irtGG. lie was Thomas Do La- 
vail. The chief executives were ap- 
pointed at that time by the common 
council, and It. was not until ISM that 
the legislature enacted n law whereby 
the mayors could be elected.

olllce fdnco 10(",(5 up to the present lime, 
Scth Low, former president, of Colum- 
bia college. Is tho present chief execu- 
tive of the city of New York, tho lar- 
gest city ..on the American continent 
nnd tho second city In the world In 
point of population nnd wen 1th.

The apparatus consists of a tall glass 


jar, half filled with a colorless solution, 
and to which are attached two glass 
tubes which pass through an opening 
in its top.

passes through the liquid and thence to

the

thoughts within the mind are reflected 
in the changing colors of the liquid in 
the jar, this action being due, in brief, 
to the effect of the variable chemiqal 
properties of the breath upon the solu- 
tion. - 


So far the experiments have merely 


determined what colors reflect certain 
moods, such as happiness or melan- 
cholia, but as the work progresses and 
considerably more data are compiled it 
is expected that the knowledge of the 
brain colors/will grow correspondingly. 


So it seems, if all that is snid about 


this latest addition to scientific knowl- 
edge is true', that Professor Gates has 
evolved a machine that will make the 
inmost thoughts of the human mind 
as an open book through the medium 
of his "wonder bottle."

Tbe secret of Mr. Vanderbilt's popu- 


larity with tbe general public, which 
hardly knows him except by hearsay, 
Is his well known democracy aud inde- 
pendence of spirit. 


Although a millionaire many times 


over, Mr. Vanderhilt is a busy worker 
and lias invented several useful appli- 
ances for use on railroads, lie is at 
home in an engine roundhouse and 
knows what a fireman's shovel is, bav- 
ing used it on more than one occasion. 


Mr. Yanderbilt first came prominent- 


ly into the public eye a little more than 
six years ago when as a young mau of 
twenty-three he married Miss Grace 
Wilson.in,defiauee of his father's com- 
mand. By thus braving bis father's 
anger to marry the woman of bis 
choice he forfeited his rights as elder 
son and was disinherited. His place 
hi the public esteem dates from that 
episode. 


In appearance Sir. Vanderbilt is quite 


ordinary, in manner boyish and dem- 
ocratic, but he has many qualities 
which distinguish him from the ordi- 
nary young man with unlimited In- 
come. 
' 


Mr. Vanderbilt looks the typical 


American young man. He is about 5 
feet 10 or 11 inches and well built, with 
clean cut features and a smooth shaved 
face that shows strength of purpose in 
its lines. The whole line "of-:,the ftice in 
profile is straight from the forehead 
down to the well modeled ehin. The 
lower lip is, if anything, a trifle h«avy. 
The bead is large, and is well set. on 
broad shoulders. 


He is the eldest surviving son of the 


late Cornelius Vanderbilt, and, al- 
though his marriage cost him an In- 
heritance of $45,000,000, he was not

disheartened by the great loss of wealth 
and heritage from that act. Since his 
quarrel with his father ho has worked 
diligently and with good results. 


He began by inventing a locomotive 


firebox, which, because it rarely gets 
out of repair, keeps down the yearly 
expense of every railroad that uses it. 
What is now 'known as the Vanderbilt 
type of boiler, an elaboration of his 
original invention, saves fuel nnd econ- 
omizes power as well. Recently lie in- 
vented a tank car for carrying oil aud 
nlso a coal car with a capacity of over 
tit'ty tons. A brake and many other 
minor appliances used in railroading 
also owe their origin to his fertile brain. 


He frequently goes to the Baldwin 


Locomotive -works in Philadelphia, dons 
a pair of overalls aud puts in a hard 
clay's work beside the mechanics em- 
ployed there, emerging from the shop 
at night as grimy and greasy as any of 
the three dollar a day men. 


Last summer at Newport, when he 


was invited to go along on one of the 
trial trips of the new torpedo boat 
Stringlmm. he surprised the naval ex- 
perts by appearing in overalls and a 
skullcap and by spending the entire 
four hours of the trip in tho engine 
room hobnobbiss with stokers and 'en- 
gineers. 


He is not only a director of tL"4 


I.jiekawnnnn Iron nnd Steel company 
nnd a trustee of the New York Life In- 
surance nnd Trust company, but also 
iu the Unp'ul Transit Subway Construc- 
tion company. 


Although Mr, Vniulorbilt was disin- 


herited, he is by no moans poor. He is 
probably worth SIO.uOO.OOO, aud his 
wife is rich in her own right. In soci- 
ety they are the recognized leaders of 
'the younger net. When Prince Henry 
of Prussia w;is In Xew York last: win- 
ter, their home was one of the few in 
Now York In which the representative 
nf the kaiser was privately enter- 
tnlned,

known country which occupies tlie 
northwest corner of Africa, has been 
leading the strenuous life since the 
pretender to his throne has been on 
the-warpath. 


The population of Morocco is com- 


posed of Moors, Riffs, Berbers, Arabs 
and a sprinkling of various other east- 
era tribes, many of them nomads.- Out- 
side of Fez, Marakesh, where are tbe 
palaces of the sultan, and the coast 
cities little is known of the people. The 
population is estimated at 5,000,000. 


Along the northwestern coast, oppo- 


site the frowning rock of" Gibraltar, 
and for a short distance to tbe east 
and the southwest, there is a popula- 
tion estimated at about 500,000, hut 
whether the total number of tbe people, 
including the wild tribesmen of the in- 
terior, wandering between the coast 
hills and the Sahara and southward 
Into the desert, are 9,000,000 or only 
3,000,000 there is no clear knowledge. 
In consequence it is not known what, 
force in numbers or in arms is "behind 
the pretender to the sultan's place, who , 
has;advanced from the south, defeated 
the'sultan's armies and approached the 
capital city, Fez. 


For some three or four months the 


pretender haa been fomenting trouble. 
At first the government of the sultan 
took little notice of the matter. The 
pretender, whose name is Omar J!ara- 
huni, proclaimed -himself on .a divine 
mission and at urst confined himself to 
preaching a holy war against Chris- 
tians ambng the Berber mountain tribe 
of Gblata; the most ignorant, supersti- 
tious and -fanatical tribe in Morocco, 
-Gaining a fair amount of success, he 
proclaimed himself a brother of. the 
present sultaa and declared that he 
was working in accordance with, the 
desires of the inhabitants of Fez, the 
capital of the country, who were only 
awaiting- his arrival to proclaim him . 
sultan.; 


Like nearly all Moorish impostors, he 


preaches and carries out humility of 
spirit and rides, only on a donkey, to .

The sultan of Morocco has incurred 


great hostility with his fierce Moham- 
medan subjects owing to his acceptance 
of modern ideas and the introduction 
of such newfangled inventions as bicyr 
cles and automobiles, which he has ac- 
quired for his own use. But he partic- 
ularly stirred up the antagonism of the 
fanatical population of Fez by the sum- 
mary justice he exacted upon the mur- 
derer ot a missionary doctor, Mr. Coop- 
er,

This resident nt Fez was shot 5n the 


main street without the slightest provo-' 
cation. The murderer took refuge in I 
the tomb of Mulai Idris, the patron I 
saint of Fez, but the sultan ordered the 
man to be arrested within the precincts i 
of the sanctuary, a course unheard of 
in Moorish history. On the death of 
Mr. Cooper the sultan ordered tho as- 
sassin to be 8ho%in the arsenal square. 


Despite his advanced ideas the sul- 


tan, even in his own capital, Is seen 
but little in public, nnd when on occa- 
sions of state he emerges from seclusion 
with nil the barbaric pomp of his posi- 
tion hl« subject* seldom sclzo tho op 
portunJty to obtain n glimpse of his 
majesty because of the peculiar vonora-1 
tlbn in which he Is held by hft people. I

REPOTTING THE CACTUS. 


Sice of Pol—Drainage and Soil—Heat, 


Uch< nod Water. 


With th" admit of February it is 


time to tJiiul; about repotting cactuses 
where needed :ind getting them start- 
ed for summer growth- Comparative- 
ly younj? plants will naturally require 
more frequent pottiug than older ones. 
The amateur 3s apt to err on the side 
of toe frequent potting. In many cases 
it is cnly necessary to shake the soil 
from tb<? roots and replace (in same 
pot) with new soil. This method is 
advised wherever possible, and tne re- 
potting may then be done more fre- 
quently, giving the amateur tne neces- 
sary experience as to increase of roots 
la a given period. 


Any roots that appear dried or dead 


should be cut off close to the stem, and 
In potting care should be taken to bavs 
the roots spread out as much as possi- 
ble and not bunched. A dull pointed 
stick would be useful for packing the 
earth well, around the roots, which is 
very essential. 


As to the proper potting soil there 


are slight differences of opinion. The 
chief necessity is to hare thorough 
drainage, without which the plant will 
rot off at the base. Gravel placed in 
the bottom of the pot or coarse sand 
will make a good drain. Powdered 
charcoal, sand and ordinary good loam 
may be added in equal paits. 


I After potting at this season, presum- 
ing that the plants have been kept 


1 cool and dry during the winter months, 
jthey should be introduced to gradual 
. heat and water, increasing as the sea- 
,son advances. For the stronger grow* 
'Ing kinds liquid manure may be bene- 
i flcially applied. 


At all times plenty of light is needed. 


Place them near the glass if con- 
venjent. 
Regularity in temperature 


and watering are very necessary for 
good growth. 


While handling them at this time it 


would be as wqll to carefully look for 
insects that may have escaped notice 
during the winter.

The accompanying sketch from Gar- 


dening shows a pan which a corre- 
spondent uses for furnishing a plant- 
louse with tobacco dust. He says: It 
8 by far the most effective method we 
lave ever tried, also easy to manage 
and inexpensive. Take an ordinary 
Iripping pan 8 by 12 inches, cut the 
jottom out, leaving a margin of the 
same of one inch. Fold the piece so cut 
out to form a leg to tilt the pan. and 
rivet it on. Take fine wire netting. 


WITH TOBACCO DUST, 


folding the four sides to give strength, 
and insert in place of the bottom which 
has been cut out, letting it rest on the 
shoulders which were left. Fill about 
one-half full with tobacco dust. Put a 
little kerosene oil at the lowest point of 
the pan to ignite the dust. It will not 
flame, but will smolder for several 
liours and will effectually dispose of 
the aphis. Eight pans to a bouse 18 by 
100 are sufficient. The dust costs about 
50 cents por 100 pounds and that quan- 
tity will fumigate 20,000 to 25,000 feet 
of glass two to three times. 


The CtjttlnK Box. 


The cuttings of many of the plants to 


be used in the flower garden should be 
rooted during the months of February 
and March. Geraniums made -during 
these months should be covered with 
blooms during the summer months if 
they are given proper care. 
Other 


plants that add greatly to the beauty of 
the garden and -which may be propa- 
gated by cuttings aie the coleus. he- 
sines and centaurn. These plants root 
readily from cuttings. They can be 
started In a cutting box in the window, 
which should be as long nud wide as 
desired for the limited space and about 
four or five inches deep. It should toe 
filled with clean river sand. When the 
cuttings are first made, they should be 
shaded during the heat of the day and 
sprinkled several times a day until the 
cuttings become thoroughly establish- 
ed. The sand should always be kept 
moist, but never wet. Cuttings are often 
rooted in a deep plate filled with moist 
sand. There arc varioulT contrivances 
used for rooting cuttings, but in each 
case the rooting medium Is clean, moist 
innd. Soil Is npt to become soggy.—W. 
II. Moore.

Help the miserable first and philoso- 


phize afterward. Be a human being be- 
fore you are a political economist. Obey 
your heart. It Is a better, a wiser guido 
than your head ninety-nine times in si 
hundred. 


Don't even stop to reflect that you 


can't give a dollar to buy a few bucket- 
fuls of coal or a few pounds of meat for 
a perishing family without the coal 
trust and the food trust stealing half 
the money. 


The thing to do is to give while this

tie earlier. At first the weaker side 
shoots- on the interior of the tree are 
plnfhed back. These are not the ones 
which cause the difficulty usually, and 
they are therefore frequently over- 
looked. I think It is best to save them 
In this way, however, because they 
make th* most prolific fruit spurs in 
case they are properly handled. Cut- 
ting them back this way to n length of 
two to six Inches usually develops a 
large number of fruit buds In this part 
of the tree. 


Later In the season, say July 1 to 10, 


another summer pruning is given. This 
time the growth of the main branches 
Is stopped by clipping off the tips. In ti 
few cases entire preen shoots are re- 
moved, even though they have attained 
n length of three or four feet. This Is 
done, however, only In cases \vhere th* 
top of the tree seems likely to be 
choked. The object of the principal 
pruning is simply to stop the excessive 
growth of the main branches. This 
tends to cause the wood to ripen up 
earlier, and it tends also to weaken 
the growing force of the tree. 


This method of pruning, though 


somewhat roughly outlined, for the 
Burbank plum is applicable to nearly 
all of the Japanese and hybrid varie 
tics. In fact, it seems to me to be one 
of the necessities for the early future 
Hint we shall adopt some definite 
scheme of treating these new varieties 
in some such way, although Abun 
dance, Chabot, WIckson, Gonzales and 
other plums of those classes do not de- 
mand attention «o in gently as the Bin- 
bank. Yet they are all rank growers 
and nil stand In constant need of re 
prosslve pruning.—F. A Waugb, Ver 
inont, in Rural yew Yorker.

The dis- 
tance between the oil tanks and the 
boiler may be one-fourth mile if neces- 
sary.—Cor.
